The Americans will ar¬ 
rive in Lyme Regis on 
Sunday, May 20th on the 
cruise ship Silver Ex¬ 
plorer and are expected 



to spend an average of 
150 dollars each during 
their 12 hours ashore. 
That will provide a 
£20,000 boost to the 
local economy. 

The cruise ship, oper¬ 
ated by Silversea Cruises, 
will be moored in the 
Bay at about 7am and 
passengers will be 
brought ashore by other 
craft at about 10am and 
leave at 10pm. In the

event of inclement 
weather, the ship will 
dock at Portland and the 
Americans brought to 
Lyme by coach. 

Lyme Regis Town 
Council, led by the 
Mayor, Councillor Sally 
Holman, have been 
working for many 
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months on the first ever 
major cruise visit to the 
resort, with Marcus 
Dixon, chief executive of 
Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, also playing a 
key role. 

It is thought that 
Lyme’s central position 
on the Jurassic Coast, 
colourful history and lit¬ 
erary connections will be 
of great interest to the 
Americans and a pro¬ 
gramme of events is 
being lined up to reflect 
that. 

Detailed information of 
the plans were revealed at 
a meeting of the town 
council’s Tourism and 
Advertising Sub-Com¬ 
mittee on Monday 
evening. These include 
the possibility of “Lyme 
Ambassadors” going on 
board the ship before the

These could 
include Mr 
Dixon, chairman of the

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IF you were to meet Charlotte Gush and ask her 
'What do you do?', you might be surprised at her 
answer. 

She runs a busy and suc¬ 
cessful shamanic practice, bringing ancient heal¬ 
ing traditions and rituals back into the lives of 
her clients. 

In a world where nature is often to be found 
moving further and further away from our 
doorsteps, Charlotte talks about how one of the 
oldest spiritual practices in the world can hold 
many answers to modern day questions.

■ HOW do people react when they find out you are 
a Shaman? 

I get all sorts of reactions. Mostly it’s ‘Uh?’, or ‘What’s 
that?’, or ‘Hmmm! ’ I went to do a talk once and a woman 
was very disappointed because I didn’t have a bone in 
my nose or feathers in my hair. A lot of people’s ideas 
about what a Shaman is comes from Cowboy films - the 
‘Medicine Man’ who would cast the bones and do the 
dances. I get lots of really positive reactions too, and it’s 
great to meet people who are open minded and curious 
about Shamanism. 

■ SO, What is Shamanism to you? 

For me, it is a way of life. It is an earth based practice 
and it’s about being present and being here, now. Work¬ 
ing with the cycles of nature, being part of the world as 
opposed to just taking from it. Although it’s an ancient 
tradition it is very relevant today. I have gone through a 
full Shamanic training but this is a life long journey. It 
doesn’t have to be a way of life for everyone who is in¬ 
terested in it though, you can still use the tools and rituals 
to help you be in right relation with your soul purpose. 

■ WHERE does it come from? 

Everywhere. The traditional role of a Shaman within any 
indigenous culture was the ‘bringer in’ of the new. He or 
she would attend the births, they would oversee the spir¬ 
itual wellbeing of all members of the community 
throughout their lives. They would conduct all sorts of 
rituals and ceremonies; healings, coming of age, fasten¬ 
ing of hands. Then they would be there to safely guide 
the dead out to the land of the ancestors. It was a big job, 
but very much a normal role within society. As with a 
blacksmith or a farmer, a Shaman was just another role 
in the community. 



■ WHY do you think it is still relevant today? 

It is my belief that Westerners, specifically, find life so 
hard because they generally live in their minds. The mys¬ 
ticism, spirituality and ritualistic practice has gone out of 
our lives and with it has gone the sense of purpose, being 
at one with nature. For example, in the Shamanic tradition 
we take prayer sticks, use them to process emotional dif¬ 
ficulties out in nature, burn them and feel release - that’s 
got to be better than Prozac, too much coffee and road 
rage. 
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■ WHAT kinds of ceremonies and rituals do you do? 

Every month I do Full Moon Fire Ceremony on top of 
Colmers Hill in, Bridport. Last month it was about minus 
five degrees centigrade, but we are not fair weather fire 
goers, if the moon is up then so are we. Everyone is wel¬ 
come to come along. It’s a chance to offer up your wishes 
for the month ahead and give thanks for what you’ve re¬ 
ceived. 

■ AND what about healing practices? 

Throughout many Shamanic traditions is the thread that 
the Shaman works in three worlds; the world below our 
feet - the Underworld, the physical world that we live in 
- the Middle world, and then the realms of the ancestors 
and spirits - the Upper world. My job in a healing session 
or workshop situation is to be the bridge between all those 
levels. If you would like to learn about those tools and 
practices, I do regular workshops at the Chapel in the 
Garden in Bridport. 

■ CAN you tell us about a favourite book, a film, and 
a person who you have found influential in your 
life? 

My favourite book is ‘Women Who Run with the Wolves’ 
by Clarissa Pinkola-Estes. It is all about the essence of 
what it is to be a woman; rediscovering and embracing 
the ‘wildish’. As for a film,’ The Last Samurai’ is a great 
account of a man’s journey from chaos to peace through 
spiritual practice. It’s a great reminder that everyone has 
the potential to be amazing. The people that are most in¬ 
fluential in my life are my friendship group. Ordinary 
people living extraordinary lives.

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Plaque will mark the Corinthians' 
achievement in seafront shelters

A PLAQUE in the Marine 
Parade shelters in Lyme 
Regis will mark the 
achievements of The 
Corinthians rowing team, 
councillors have agreed. 

The Corinthians - made 
up of Brian Fletcher, Elliot 
Dale, Tony Short and 
Chris Walters - completed 
the gruelling 2,900 mile 
Atlantic Challenge in Jan¬ 
uary, rowing from La 
Gomera in the Canary Is¬ 
lands to Barbados in the 
Carribean in 48 days, eight 
hours and three minutes, 
placing them in sixth. 

By completing the race, 
the team, all members of 
Lyme Regis Gig Club, 
broke two world records - 
the oldest team ever to row 
the Atlantic with a com¬ 
bined age of 226, and the 
oldest man (Tony Short) 
ever to row the Atlantic at 
66 . 

The suggestion to install 
a plaque in the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters came from 
the team’s administrator, 
Andrew Pocock, while the 
Corinthians were still row¬ 
ing. 

The suggestion was dis¬ 


cussed at last week’s Op¬ 
erational Management 
Sub-Committee, when a 
letter from Mr Pocock was 
read to councillors. 

Mr Pocock wrote: “The 
fact that more humans 
have gone into space then 
successfully rowed the At¬ 
lantic gives an idea of the 
magnitude of this achieve¬ 
ment... Their achievement 
is on an international level 
and of world record stand¬ 
ing. 

“With the above in mind, 
on behalf of the friends 
and supporters of the 
Corinthians crew, I would 
respectfully ask if the 
town council woud be pre¬ 
pared to allow us, within 
your guidance, in this 
Olympic sporting year, to 
honour the Corinthians 4 
achievement by erecting a 
plaque in permanent 
recognition of their 
achievement, within the 
boundaries of the Marine 
Parade shelters. 


“The achievement of the 
Corinthians falls outside 
of the normal local 
achievement criteria and, 
as such, would therefore 
be an opportunity to con¬ 
sider the use of shelters, 
throughout the years 
ahead, to mark the recog¬ 
nition of locals of Lyme 
who have achieved some¬ 
thing quite exceptional 
and remarkable on the in¬ 
ternational or national 
arena.” 

Rare achievement 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell emphasised her sup¬ 
port for the Corinthains 
but said she thought the 
council should first con¬ 
sider a general policy, 
which would cover all fu¬ 
ture, similar requests. 

Councillor Anita 

Williams said: “I’m not 
convinced we need a pol¬ 
icy. These types of 
achievements are so rare 
they could be considered 
as and when they happen. 


“When was the last time 
something like this hap¬ 
pened and when will 
something like this happen 
again?” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said sug¬ 
gestions had also been 
made for a plaque com¬ 
memorating 18th century 
philanthropist Thomas 
Hollis, who transformed 
the Marine Parade. She 
said this could be marked 
as an historic achievement 
and the Corinthians’ feat 
could be marked as a mod¬ 
em achievement. 

Councillor Campbell 
said she thought making a 
policy would make things 
“simpler”. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said that, as a maritime 
town, it was “absolutely 
appropriate” to mark the 
team’s achievement. He 
added that he would like to 
see the plaque in the 
Guildhall where it could 
be formerly presented by 
the council. 

Councillor Williams ar¬ 
gued that the shelters was 
the “right place” as it over¬ 
looked the sea. She sug¬ 


gested that a celebration 
and plaque unveiling 
could tie in with Lyme’s 
Olympic Day when the 
Olympic Torch would pass 
through the town on July 
12th. 

Councillor Holman, who 
is organising the Olympic 
Day, said this depended on 
when their boat would be 
returned from Barbados. 

Councillor Williams 
then suggested that the 
Corinthians be invited to a 
meeting at the Guildhall 
where their achievements 
would be formerly ac¬ 
knowledged in a civic cel¬ 
ebration, that the plaque 
be placed in the shelters 
and a second celebration 
for the whole town be held 
later when the boat was re¬ 
turned, hopefully to tie in 
with the Olympic Torch 
visit. This was agreed. 

Councillor Campbell 
asked that the possibility 
of making a policy regard¬ 
ing future requests for the 
Marine Parade shelters be 
placed on a future agenda 
for the Strategy and Policy 
Committee.

LymeForward has recognised that many local resi¬ 
dents will be interested in attending the meeting but 
may be working at the scheduled time of 4.30pm. 

Therefore, a second session at 7pm in the Baptist 
Church hall has been scheduled, where NHS Dorset 
will explain the process of letting a new contract for 
services and how people can register their views on 
health services in the area.

will run three literary walks around the town,geologist 
Paddy Howe will lead fossil walks and passengers will 
have the option of taking a coach trip to Abbotsbury. 
Lyme Regis Town Band will be playing on the seafront 
during the afternoon and it is hoped there will be a special 
“red carpet” welcome at the Cobb when the passengers 
disembark. 

There is also the liklihood of a civic reception for the 
captain of the ship and his senior crew members, with a 
plaque and gifts being presented. 

The Mayor said: “This is the top end of the market of 
American cruise lines. The Silver Explorer often visits 
the Antarctic so these are really well-travelled people. 

“We have been working very hard to bring the cruise 
ship to Lyme Regis since 2008 and it is now very exciting 
with good prospects for May 20th. 

“Promotional materials will shortly be going to a trade 
fair in Miami and we are looking forward to this leading 
to further visits from cruise ships in the future.” 

Speaking at the Tourism and Advertising meeting, 
Councillor Chris Clipson said he hoped “someone had 
their head around plans for bad weather”. 

He added: “If they arrive on a coach in the bad weather 
they might quite quickly disappear again if nothing is 
arranged for them.” 

If the visit to Lyme Regis is successful, it is hoped that 
Lyme will be included on other cruise ship itineraries in 
the future. Half of a £3,000 Business Support Grant from 
West Dorset District Council has been put towards pro¬ 
motional materials on Lyme Regis, which will be dis¬ 
played at a cruise ship industry trade fair in Miami. The

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Action to be taken 
against pigeons 
nesting on River Lim

ACTION could be taken 
to deter pigeons from 
nesting along the River 
Lim in Lyme Regis with 
hopes of improving water 
quality, if the funding can 
be found. 

The proposal to employ 
a contractor to introduce 
measures to deter roost¬ 
ing and nesting on river 
walls, in pipework and 
underneath tunnels and 
bridges from the river 
mouth to the Town Mill 
bridge was suggested in 
an action plan, put to¬ 
gether by Lyme Regis 
Town Council, West 
Dorset District Council 
and the Environment 
Agency representatives 
at a meeting in January. 

It is hoped that this will 
be a “positive step” to 
improving water quality 
at Church Cliff Beach, 
which failed to meet the 
Marine Conservation 
Society’s standards last 
year. 

The work would cost 
about £3,000, not includ¬ 
ing scaffolding which 


may be necessary for two 
areas of the river. 

Speaking at last week’s 
Operational Manage¬ 
ment Sub-Committee 
meeting, Councillor 
Mark Gage described the 
idea as a “tactical solu¬ 
tion” to the water quality 
problems. 

He said: “If we do not 
take action on this the 
water quality could be 
such that it fails tests 
again and that will have 
an affect on how Back 
Beach is used in the fu¬ 
ture. I’m sure none of us 
want to see it closed as a 
bathing beach. It is a big 
part of the town.” 

Councillor Gage ex¬ 
pressed his disappoint¬ 
ment with South West 
Water, who did not attend 
the January meeting and 
gave no reason for their 


absence. He also ex¬ 
pressed disappointment 
with the district council, 
which has reported that 
no funding is available 
towards the work to deter 
pigeons. 

He suggested that the 
council write to South 
West Water asking for 
funding, and to their two 
district councillors ask¬ 
ing them to lobby West 
Dorset for funding. 

Councillor Gage added: 
“We’re not asking for a 
huge amount of money.” 

The Envrionment 
Agency has requested 
that Lyme Regis Town 
Council give £1,000 to¬ 
wards the project, but 
councillors decided they 
could not consider this 
until hearing responses 
from South West Water 
and the district council. 


Beach volleyball court a 'no 
go'after engineer's advice 


PLANS to create a volleyball court on 
the shingle beach in Lyme Regis are a 
“no go” because of the amount of sand 
required, town councillors have said. 

The idea of creating a free-to-use vol¬ 
leyball court on the shingle beach, near 
the current trampoline concession, orig¬ 
inally came from Lyme resident Carl 
Salter and gained a lot of support from 
town councillors. 

The town clerk Mike Lewis recently 
met with Mr Salter and West Dorset 
District Council’s principal engineer, 
Henry Middleton, to discuss the plans 
further. However, after looking at the 
size of the area needed for the volley¬ 
ball court, Mr Middleton reported that 
about 250 tonnes of sand would be 
needed to cover the shingle, which he 
described as “far too much” to take 
from elsewhere on the beach. The op¬ 
tion of bringing in sand from elsewhere 
was also discussed but for this amount 
licenses for depositing material on the 
beach would be required. 

Speaking at last week’s Operational 
Management Sub-Committee, Council¬ 


lor Chris Clipson said that creating the 
volleyball court would come at “quite a 
considerable cost” to the town council 
because of these problems. 

Councillor Mark Gage said: “It’s a 
shame that a proposal that I think we all 
supported is bringing up problems like 
this. Just last week we had huge propor¬ 
tions of sand dredged up from the har¬ 
bour and left on Lucy’s Ledge, most of 
which has now been washed out to 
Charmouth. It’s a shame we couldn’t 
have tied something in with this.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said she 
thought the sand dredged from the har¬ 
bour was more like mud and too dirty 
to be used for the volleyball court. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady, who spoke 
in particular favour of the volleyball 
court at previous meetings, asked: “So 
because of this cost this is now a no 
go?” 

Councillor Clipson said: “There’s 
nothing I feel we can do.” 

Councillor O’Grady requested that the 
council look at the proposal again next 
year to tie in with the harbour dredging. 


Marine Parade to be power washed 


FOOD outlets on Marine Parade in 
Lyme Regis will be responsible for 
cleaning their area of the seafront in 
the future. 

Town councillors have agreed to 
look into costs of having Marine Pa¬ 
rade power washed in areas where 
stains have been left by food being 
served outside. Each food outlet serv¬ 


ing food outside, for which licenses 
are soon to be discussed by the town 
council, will be responsible for clean¬ 
ing their own area from then onwards. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said: "Serv¬ 
ing food outside has left a build up of 
butter and fat on Marine Parade. We 
desperately need to look at how we 
are going to deal with it."

LYME Regis residents 
turned out in force to say 
farewell to the "Pearl of 
Dorset" lifeboat after 14 
years of service on Sun¬ 
day. 

The boat was pulled by 
tractor and paraded from 
the lifeboat station, up 
Cobb Road and down 
Broad Street, where huge 
crowds awaited its arrival. 
It was the vessel's last offi¬ 
cial tour of duty before its 
replacement next month. 

Among the crowd was 
the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
Mayoress Jane Whitting¬ 
ton, Deputy Mayor and 
Mayoress Councillor Daryl 
and Cathy Turner, and 
several other town coun¬ 
cillors. 

After arriving at Cobb 
Gate, the lifeboat was 
greeted with the first offi¬ 
cial cry from new town 
crier, Alan Vian. Mr Vian, 
who was officially ap¬ 
pointed by the town 
council last month follow¬ 
ing the retirement of Phil 
Street, stepped out in a 
new black and red outfit 
made by local resident 
Suzanne Whitemore. 

He gave his first cry from 
Bell Cliff, rousing loud 
cheers from his audience. 

The "Pearl of Dorset" 


then made its way back to 
the lifeboat station, 
where the Mayor was in¬ 
troduced by lifeboat op¬ 
erations manager and 
harbourmaster Grahame 
Forshaw. 

Councillor Holman said 
the farewell parade was a 
"sad occassion" but the 
boat would be returned 
to lifeboat headquarters 


and used as a reserve ves¬ 
sel. 

She said that former 
mayor, Councillor Barbara 
Austin MBE, had officially 
named the "Pearl of 
Dorset" in 1997 and, as 
Councillor Austin was un¬ 
able to attend the service, 
the Mayor said a final 
farewell to the lifeboat on 
her behalf. 


The "Pearl of Dorset" - an 
Atlantic 75 class lifeboat - 
will be replaced at the be¬ 
ginning of March by Atal- 
ntic 85 class boat, "Spirit 
of Loch Fyne", with state 
of the art technology on 
board. 

The new boat is named 
after the Loch Fyne chain 
of seafood restaurants 
which raised over 
£105,000 for the vessel. 
An offcial naming cere¬ 
mony will be held later in 
the year.

Council questioned over decision 
to employ works manager for £22k

A MEMBER of the public 
who is a regular attender at 
Lyme Regis council meet¬ 
ings has commented on 
the decision to appoint a 
new works manager on a 
starting salary of £22,000. 

At the last full meeting 
of Lyme Regis Town 
Council, Talbot Road res¬ 
ident Nigel Ball, a market 
gardener, used the pubic 
forum session to express 
his views. 

He told councillors: “I 


cannot understand why 
you want a works manager 
on £22,000 a year in a re¬ 
cession. I do not know 
what the job description is 
but I hope you are spend¬ 
ing the money wisely.” 

But Mr Ball did have a 
word of praise for council¬ 


lors, especially Rikey 
Austin, who got involved 
with the Late Night shop¬ 
ping promotion at Christ¬ 
mas. 

He recalled the days 
when he and his family 
joined traders in Broad 
Street for carol singing 


and he hoped that future 
Christmas events in Lyme 
would receive more sup¬ 
port. 

He suggested that they 
consider putting on more 
events for late night shop¬ 
ping, similar to Lestive 
Lriday in Axminster, 
where the organisers had 
done a “fantastic job”. 

Mr Ball told councillors: 
“Lyme is a great place and 
you are trying to make it a 
better place.” 


Improved bus facilities could help traffic 
congestion outside Woodroffe School 


THE solution to dealing with traffic congestion outside 
the Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis, endangering stu¬ 
dents, was to provide better bus facilities. 

That was the view of county councillor Geoffery Brier- 
ley when he defended the county council handling of 
traffic chaos outside the school. 

Residents are calling for more parking restrictions be¬ 
cause of the dangers caused by cars being parked to 
collect students from the school and the difficulty of 
emerging onto Uplyme Road from subsidiary roads. 

The campaign is being backed by the town council, 
school, parents and the police. County officials and the 
police were invited to the school to witness the chaos 
caused by cars being parked on the section of the road 
on the town side where there were no yellow lines. 

County officials have said they are working with the 


school to find a solution. 

Speaking at the February full meeting of Lyme Regis 
Town Council, Colonel Brierley said the issue was dis¬ 
cussed in detail about seven years ago when the town 
bus was finding it difficult to turn in the school bus bay. 
At that time more yellow lines was not the favoured op¬ 
tion of the school. 

Colonel Brierley said the situation was not helped by 
a reduction in the number of school bus seats available 
especially for students who lived in Devon, and this re¬ 
sulted in more parents having to drive their children to 
school and collect them, causing a great deal of con¬ 
gestion. 

"This can be sorted if we can make more bus seats 
available,"he said.

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Council struggles to settle on shelters hire charges

TOWN councillors strug¬ 
gled to reach a decision 
on hire charges for the 
Marine Parade shelters in 
Lyme Regis last week. 

Councillors were asked 
to review the current hire 
charges for the commu¬ 
nity rooms and outdoor 
spaces at the shelters at 
last week’s Operational 
Management Sub-Com¬ 
mittee meeting. However, 
several complained that 
they were confused by a 
report on the charges put 
together by deputy town 
clerk Simon Ratcliff, who 
was not present at the 
meeting. 

Councillor Anita 
Williams described the 
report as “incredibly com¬ 
plicated” and Councillor 
Terry O’Grady asked if 
the decision could be put 
off until the next meeting, 
when Mr Ratcliff would 
be back from holiday to 
answer questions. How¬ 
ever, councillors agreed 
that they had to come to a 
decision, as the peak sea¬ 
son was quickly ap¬ 
proaching. 

The report asked coun¬ 
cillors if they would like 


to introduce a contribu¬ 
tion to cost charge of £5 
per booking, per space, 
per day. This would be 
the minimum that all 
users would pay, with the 
additional existing charge 
of £8 per hour for users 
hosting a private or for- 
profit events in either the 
Langmoor or Lister com¬ 
munity rooms or central 
pavilion. 

Disadvantage 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said she 
thought the £5 charge was 
“quite sensible” but 
adding this to the existing 
£8 charge for private or 
for-profit users would 
total £13 and would put 
the council “at a disad¬ 
vantage against other 
venues”. 

Speaking of the total 
cost of £210 to book all 
five areas (central pavil¬ 
ion, market area, per¬ 
formance area, Langmoor 


and Lister community 
rooms) for a week-long 
festival, Councillor Hol¬ 
man, who is also director 
of ArtsFest, said: “I 
would not have £210 to 
use for facilities at the 
shelters for ArtsFest so I 
just wouldn’t use them. I 
would have to re-think 
ArtsFest after reading 
this.” 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said: “It’s embarrassing 
that we are floundering 
about having built this fa¬ 
cility with no thought into 
how we will run it. It is 
quite an indictment on the 
previous council that their 
focus was primarily on 
the construction of the 
shelters.” 

Flexibility 

Councillor Gage asked 
where the cost of £5 had 
come from and whether a 
business plan had been 
drawn up with projected 
incomes. The town clerk, 


Mike Lewis, told him that 
there was a business plan 
and the £5 was based on 
staffing costs and utilities. 

Referring to a comment 
in the report that some 
flexibility may need to be 
taken with bookings, 
Councillor Gage added: 
“Flexibility is a very dif¬ 
ficult thing. We have to 
give officers a clear direc¬ 
tion. One person’s flexi¬ 
bility is another’s 
favourability and it’s un¬ 
fair to put officers in a po¬ 
sition when people think 
they are being favourable 
to certain organisations.” 

The town clerk said the 
flexibility referred to or¬ 
ganisations who manned 
the shelters reception 
desk and took over the 
cleaning during their 
events. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell suggested that there 
should be no flexibility, 
but that festivals should 
be charged less as they 
brought “economic bene¬ 
fit to the town”. 

It was agreed to charge 
all users a minimum con¬ 
tribution to cost of £5 plus 


VAT per booking, per 
space, per day. 

Speaking on the addi¬ 
tional charges of £8 per 
hour, which the report 
suggested be charged to 
charities and not-for- 
profit organisations that 
were selling goods, 
Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell argued that if such 


organisations were selling 
goods it was for fundrais¬ 
ing purposes and not for 
profit. Therefore, she be¬ 
lieved they should not be 
charged the additional 
costs, which was agreed. 

It was also agreed that 
private and commercial 
users hosting a fundrais¬ 
ing event for a charity 


would not be charged the 
additional £8 per hour. 

Councillors were also 
asked to review the 
charges for hire of the 
Guildhall, Mayor’s Par¬ 
lour and community 
room at St Michael’s 
Business Centre but said 
they could not make a de¬ 
cision without more in¬ 


formation from the 
deputy town clerk. 

■ NB: Due to the confu¬ 
sion among councillors 
and council staff at the 
meeting, these decisions 
are being seen as provi¬ 
sional until clarified at the 
next Strategy and Policy 
Committee meeting.

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Will Sally be mayor again? 


Lyme Matters

W E are coming 
to that time 
of year again 
when we shall know 
who the Mayor of 
Lyme Regis will be for 
the new civic year, 
which starts at the 
end of May. 

It has been the cus¬ 
tom in past years for 
the mayor to get a two- 
year term, although 
there have been no¬ 
table exceptions, the 
most controversial in 
recent years being 
Ken Whetlor’s failure 
to get backing for a 
second year, unfairly 
so in my opinion. 

Custom and tradi¬ 
tions do not command 
such importance in 
the council chamber 
these days so it begs 
the question whether 
Sally Holman will get 
a second year at First 
Citizen. 

I had my doubts 
whether Sally was 
sensible in accepting 
the mayoral role for a 
second term last May 
following a very frac¬ 
tious election. In the 
end, she was probably 
the only councillor 
who would have won 


enough support to be 
elected but it was never 
going to be an easy year 
with the new council¬ 
lors finding their feet 
and determined to force 
through their agenda for 
change. 

The rumour mill has 
been working overtime 
in recent weeks about 
whether Sally will be 
granted another year 
with some councillors 
being in favour of a 
downgrading of the posi¬ 
tion of mayor to a cere¬ 
monial one and the 
mayor’s dual role of 
chairman of the council 
being filled by a 
“leader”. Such a struc¬ 
ture operates at Brid- 
port Town Council, not 
with unqualified suc¬ 
cess. 

Such a move would be 
strongly opposed by 
many in the town and 
would be viewed as a 


step towards the “politi¬ 
cisation” of Lyme’s 
fiercely independent 
local authority. 

Although I have never 
asked her, I doubt 
whether Sally would be 
in favour of this course 
of action as she clearly 
enjoys the challenging 
role of chairing the 
council and taking a 
lead in the numerous 
initiatives which makes 
Lyme such a diverse 
community. 

That is not to say she 
does not enjoy the cere¬ 
monial aspect to the job, 
as witnessed by her 
mayor’s announcements 
at a recent meeting. 
From December 7th to 
January 31st Sally at¬ 
tended no fewer than 23 
separates events. These 
ranged from chairing 
the group planning the 
visit from a cruise ship 
in May to attending the 


Town Band Christmas 
concert. 

During her second 
term as mayor Sally has 
received marvellous 
support from her sister, 
Jane Whittington, in the 
role of mayoress. Dur¬ 
ing their first term I la¬ 
belled them “The Civic 
Sisters”. I also like the 
way that Sally invites 
other councillors, and 
indeed former council¬ 
lors, to accompany her 
at local events when 
Jane is not available. 

When she took on the 
job Sally knew it would 
be a difficult year with 
so many strong charac¬ 
ters joining the council 
with a fierce determina¬ 
tion to force through 
change. She has been 
wise to navigate a mid¬ 
dle course, steering 
clear of the petty squab¬ 
bling which is declining 
as the weeks pass, and 


concentrating on lead¬ 
ing and encouraging a 
number of groups, 
within and outside the 
council chamber, which 
will see Lyme staging an 
unprecedented level of 
events. 

These include the ar¬ 
rival in Lyme of a cruise 
ship and possibly a 
naval frigate, the organ¬ 
isation of the celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 
Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee (a truly historical 
event), Lyme’s Olympic 
Day when the Olympic 
Torch relay will pass 
through the town, not to 
mention the usual sum¬ 
mer celebrations, which 
the mayor always sup¬ 
ports - Fossil and Earth 
Festival, Jazz Blues and 
Beer Festival, Lifeboat 
Week, Regatta and Car¬ 
nival and the ArtsFest, 
the latter being particu¬ 
larly important to Sally 
as she is one of the 
founders. 

I hope our councillors 
will take this into con¬ 
sideration when next 
month they decide on 
who will be the mayor 
elect. 


Sure to make his own mark 
on the history of Lyme Regis 


I CAN just about remember Goosey 
Gollop as Lyme's town crier when I was 
a youngster. He was succeeded by 
George Norman, who I well remember, 
followed, of course, by Richard Fox and 
Phil Street. 

Richard and Phil took this an¬ 
cient position to new heights, 
both winning international 
and national honours and 
in doing so generated 
publicity for the town on 
which a value could not 
be placed or afforded. 

Both Richard and Phil 
were deservedly hon¬ 
oured for their services, 

Richard being awarded 
the MBE and Phil being 
made a Freeman of the 
Town. 

On Saturday our new town 
crier, Alan Vian (inset), stepped out 
in a smart new uniform for his first en¬ 
gagement, making a cry from Bell Cliff 
and receiving an enthusiastic reception 
as the town's lifeboat for the last 14 
years was paraded through the town 
before being replaced by a new rescue 
boat. 

Part of Alan's new uniform was made 
by Suzanne Whitemore, partner of 
macebearer Derek Hallett, and he cer¬ 
tainly looked the part. 


I have no doubt that Alan will join 
Richard and Phil in writing his own 
place in the history of Lyme. I believe he 
is the perfect successor to Phil Street. 
Since moving to the town he and his 
supportive wife Lynne have 
thrown themselves into the 
community life of Lyme 
through the Baptist 
Church, Regatta and 
Carnival Committee, 
Lifeboat Week, Can¬ 
dles On the Cobb 
and many other 
groups. 

Alan, a former 
headmaster, is also 
playing an important 
role in the organisa¬ 
tion of the town's cele¬ 
brations to mark the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee 
and Lyme's Olympic Day and 
he is always on hand to support civic 
events. 

He has established himself as the 
"Voice of Lyme Regis"through his com¬ 
mentaries during Lifeboat Week and 
the Regatta and Carnival and other 
community events. 

He carries out such duties with dig¬ 
nity and humility and that will be his 
hallmark of his years as the new Lyme 
Regis Town Crier.

Shell boats in watercolours 


LYME Regis Art Group enjoyed a demonstration by a 
new face, Andrew Law, last week.

Starting his demonstration, Andrew explained how he 
drew out the image on location before tracing it onto 
the white paper, which he aims to keep as pure as pos¬ 
sible. He used a limited range of water colours - mainly 
hues of the primaries - and used wax or salt to create dif¬ 
ferent effects, particularly when painting wood.

■ THE best place to debate the community’s business 
is in public. So I welcome Wendy Davies, Lyme Regis 
Development Trust 4 s chairman of trustees, to the letters 
page of Lyme’s most important community network. 

Space here is necessarily limited. I’ll happily share, 
with anyone interested, various emails to supplement 
what Wendy reported (View from Lyme Regis, Lebruary 
22nd). 

Concerning the study centre, she continues to miss the 
point. 

Having been told there were no public documents on 
it, I asked her whether any had been seen by the town 
council. I reminded her of her advice that the current 
consultation - on the basis of no documents - could back 
up planning processes and funding applications, to in¬ 
dicate public and council support. I remain worried, 
after her letter, whether she can see how inappropriate 
it would be to claim such support on that basis. 

She tells us there will now be a document on LRDT’s 
website. I am glad that a letter in the View achieved this. 

What will the document say about what study centre 
jobs can be expected to be filled by local people, who 
will manage it, and who will be responsible for any op¬ 
erating losses? 

On funding of LymeLorward and LRDT’s cheif exec¬ 
utive, I accept Wendy's letter's advice. But contrary in¬ 
formation about the latter came from a town councillor 
for most of the last five years. Is confusion about LRDT, 
LymeLorward and their relationship with LRTC greater 
than I had thought? 

Setting aside her alarmism that asking for information 


is an insinuation of something distasteful, her letter is a 
useful starting point. Can she add detail of how all the 
various LRDT groups fit together, who plays important 
roles in them, and to whom they rport? Can she also 
publish who will decide what goes into the final version 
of the Community Plan, after the current public consul¬ 
tation? 

Wendy’s letter asks “surely such partnership working 
is to be commended as most likely to achieve results 
rather than regarded as wrong in some way?” Can we 
put that to consultation? One that doesn’t involve such 
an either/or question? One that doesn’t involve a show 
of hands in a room of supporters? One involving inde¬ 
pendent analysis of feedback? 

Partnerships can achieve big things. Equally, their 
loose structure and fluidity can mean that people inside 
them can gain considerable power without being held to 
account in ways that councillors are... and that the 
chances of muddles and mistakes go up as the amount 
of public scrutiny goes down. 

The bundles of emails I am happy to share record ex¬ 
amples of shortcomings in the current important public 
consultation. We can do better.

■ IN contrast to Marcus Dixon's ambitions for the 
services at Lyme Regis Medical Centre (View From 
Lyme Regis, February 22nd) I believe the best and 
most realistic aim would be to achieve "no change" in 
the first instance. 

A clear distinction needs to be made between the 
service itself and its circumstances. In portraying a fu¬ 
ture view of the service Marcus has inadvertently mis- 
characterised its past. A number of his comments need 
answering to avoid the wrong conclusions being 
drawn. 

The Community Services provided from the centre 
for the past 20 years have actually been a shining ex¬ 
ample of putting people before profit. In fact this pro¬ 
vided no profit whatsoever, being initially set up as a 
not-for-profit company with no director's fees. The 
enormous amount of work poured into this project by 
the Lyme Practice partners, particularly the late Dr 
Robinson, to set up and run the service, was for pro¬ 
fessional and not financial satisfaction. 

Nor was the dispute that led to the partnership 
breakup in 1997 ever about money or "control of the 
medical centre". The bitter irony is that the time given 
to the Community Services project played a part in this 
by placing stress on the partnership. 

The more recent court case over ownership of the 
medical centre was an entirely new and different dis¬ 
pute. A separate disagreement followed, which led to 
the eviction, and although ostensibly about rent, it was 
between private individuals, (the eviction not with¬ 
standing), which is why the PCT was unable to influ¬ 
ence it. At no point in this history of disputes was it 
ever a matter of "good health care weighed against 
money" and both the Community and the GP services 
still remain unaffected. 

Where "Mr Dixon draws attention to the current sit¬ 
uation at the medical centre" he should include the 
point that at present the services have maintained their 


high standards, which is a credit to the current contract 
holder. 

A GP discusses the health needs with 20-30 people 
per day, and spends many hours behind the scenes ad¬ 
dressing them further. GPs are therefore by far in the 
best position to know what the health needs are in their 
own locality and the problems in addressing them. The 
Community Services in the Lyme/Charmouth locality 
were set up and are governed by local GPs. This is 
unique, and therefore the degree to which they have 
been moulded round local needs within the budget 
constraints is exceptional and an object of envy. 

The GP service, too, is focussed on local needs: it is 
(was) provided under a "PMS" contract which requires 
that specific local needs were assessed and that it has 
services that are shaped accordingly. 

Marcus Dixon is absolutely right to draw attention to 
the fact that these services may soon be contracted to 
remote commercial companies that will be less sensi¬ 
tive and less responsive to local needs. The most likely 
parties are GP provider companies that, as Marcus ex¬ 
plained, entrepreneurial GP partnerships each holding 
dozens of contracts across the country. 

The services at the Medical Centre are already 
uniquely well shaped to local needs, whilst at the same 
time fully addressing core service requirements, na¬ 
tional frameworks and targets, within budget con¬ 
straints. The most desirable outcome is if this is kept 
the same by ensuring that the services remain under 
control of local GPs, as it was and still is. Efforts are 
best spent to steer the PCT in this direction.

A WINTER garden may 
look a little tired, a little 
drab, certainly not the 
showpiece it blossoms 
into in spring and sum¬ 
mer. In particular, your 
vegetable patch is likely 
to be a shadow of its for¬ 
mer summer self - per¬ 
haps you still have some 
spinach, silver beet, 
broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica 
family producing winter 
greens for your table, 
but the abundance of 
the warmer months is 
just a fond memory in 
July and August. 

This quiet period in 
your garden's yearly 
cycle, though, does not 
mean you can rest on 
your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden du¬ 
ties. On the contrary, as 
we approach spring 
there is plenty to do to 
get your garden in tip 
top shape for the ap¬ 
proaching growing sea¬ 
son. 

The Glasshouse 

If you have a 
glasshouse in your gar¬ 
den, winter is a great 
time to give it a thor¬ 
ough cleaning in readi¬ 
ness for spring. 

Check the structure it¬ 
self - are there any 
cracked or broken panes 
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that need replacing? Is 
the putty sound and does 
it provide a good seal? Do 
all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of 
glasshouse success is a 
thorough sterilisation 
prior to the growing sea¬ 
son. Sterilising all areas of 
the glasshouse will elimi¬ 
nate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your 
plants in the coming, 
warmer months. 

Open beds in your 
glasshouse should have 
their soil changed or re¬ 
plenished during winter 
and any pots in the 
glasshouse should re¬ 
ceive the same attention. 
Watering Systems 
If you have an in ground 
or above ground water¬ 
ing system, winter is an 
ideal time to check that it 
is in good working order 
and perform any neces¬ 
sary maintenance. Check 
that there are no leaks in 
the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked 
and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the 
batteries in these devices 
are fresh. 

Compost and 
Preparing Your Soil 
With spring a month or 
two off it's a good idea to 
start preparing the soil in 
your open planting beds. 
Dig in generous amounts 
of compost and leave the 
beds exposed to the win¬ 


ter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow 
pats and manure will im¬ 
prove it by adding humus 
to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all 
those autumn leaves that 
litter your garden by dig¬ 
ging them into your com¬ 
post heap at the end of 
autumn. With the acceler¬ 
ated decomposition that 
occurs in a compost heap 
the leaves will decay 
twice as fast and be ready 
for use as compost at the 
beginning of spring. 

Winter is also the time 
to add fertiliser and lime 
to your soil (depending, 
of course, on the plants 
you plan to grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the 
time for planning your 
new vegetable garden. 
Decide what foods you 
want to grow in the com¬ 
ing season. Which plants 
can you fully consume 
yourself? And if you have 
a surplus, are there 
neighbours or friends 
who will accept the occa¬ 
sional bale of spinach or 
shopping bag full of 
spuds? 

You may find it more ef¬ 
ficient and economical to 
coordinate your veg¬ 
etable growing with that 
of a neighbour. By swap¬ 
ping produce you'll both 
spend less time and 
money on the crops you 
grow. 


Crops 

As spring approaches 
you'll want to start laying 
down the crops you 
hope to feast on in the 
next few months. Here 
are a few common food 
crops you could consider 

• If you plan to grow 
cabbage, celery, silver 
beet, spinach, lettuce, 
onions etc. from seed, 
plant the seeds now in 
seed trays so that young 
plants will be ready for 
planting in spring. 

• Seed potatoes can 
also be planted in winter 
for spring crops. 

• For dessert dishes it's 

the right time to plant 
strawberries and 

rhubarb. 

• In warmer areas car¬ 


rots, beetroot and peas 
can be sown directly into 
soil in the last part of 
winter. 

• It's also a good time to 
plant citrus trees. 

Plant Protection 

The relative scarcity of 
food during the winter 
months makes pests 
even more ravenous and 
consequently puts your 
plants in greater danger 
from attack. Protect all 
seedlings and young 
plants from slugs and 
snails with an appropri¬ 
ate slug-killer. 

Winter dampness can 
promote fungal diseases 
so spray winter veg¬ 
etable plants and decid¬ 
uous trees with an 
anti-fungal treatment.

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Garden patio, paving or decking? 


STONE, slate, decking, gravel - modern gardens 
are as much about textures as they are about 
plants. So, choosing the right surface materials is 
all part of bringing your garden plan to life. What¬ 
ever surface you go for, getting the design right 
in the first place will save you a lot of headaches 
later. Our Garden Surfaces guide will help you get 
on top of that vital groundwork. 

Top tips 

• If you're laying a patio, create gaps in the de¬ 
sign by leaving out a few paving stones. You can 
fill these openings with decorative gravel, slate 
or plants. 

• Lay decking planks close together (around 
5mm). The surface will be more comfortable to 
walk on in bare feet - and you'll be less likely to 
lose objects between the cracks! 

Paving 

A patio of stone slabs is an ideal way to extend 
your living space into the garden. If the patio is 
adjacent to the house, make sure that the surface 
will be at least 15cm below the damp-proof 
course. And incorporate a slight fall away from 
the building, so that rainwater won't pool. A drop 
of around 1 cm per 1 m should do the trick. De¬ 
sign-wise, explore slabs of differing - but related 
- sizes. The patterns you can build up with these 
slabs will be much more interesting than a plain 
grid. 

Decking 

Decking may have its critics but, as part of a 
sensitive design, this warm, foot-friendly material 
takes a lot of beating. Remember, you get what 
you pay for with decking. Cheap decking just 
won't last as long or look as good. When you're 
designing a deck, don't forget to allow sufficient 
room underneath for air to circulate. Before con¬ 
structing the deck, cover the area with weed¬ 
suppressing membrane held in place with a layer 
of gravel. 

Gravel 

Gravel is the cheapest of the hard surfaces on 
offer for the garden and it's also one of the easi¬ 
est to lay. But that doesn't mean you can skimp 
on the preparation. It's not enough to level the 
earth, sling down a weed suppressing mem¬ 
brane and scatter some gravel. You need to sta¬ 


bilise the area first. Dig to a depth of at least 10cm 
and edge the area with pressure-treated timber 
boards of the same height. Then pack in a 7cm 
layer of "scalpings" - rough stones. Hire a vibrat¬ 
ing compressing machine for this job. Only then 
can you scatter your 2.5cm layer of surface gravel. 

Best of the rest 

The warm hues of brick paths work well in the 
garden but need regular attention to stop them 
becoming slippery. They're also a good edging 
medium. Cobbles - available in natural and arti¬ 
ficial stone - make a highly decorative surface. 
They can be quite a challenge to lay accurately, 
though. Bark can do duty as an inexpensive ma¬ 
terial for informal paths. It also makes a great sur¬ 
face for children's play areas. Smooth pieces of 
slate look smart and are much easier than gravel 
to push a wheelbarrow over.

ELEGANT and practical 
furniture will make your 
outdoor space feel like an 
extension of your home. In 
the summer you can use 
your garden as an extra 
room, so put as much 
thought into choosing your 
garden furniture as you 
would a three-piece suite. 

Relaxing garden

Stable morns tragic loss of Trenchant 


LOCAL trainer Bob Buckler's 
stable were this week trying 
to recover from the tragedy 
of losing one of their most 
promising horses Trenchant 
who died after pulling up at 
Fontwell Park on Sunday- 

• writes Stuart Broom. 

Having initially led the tote- 
exacta Novices' Chase over 2 

• % miles he dropped back and 
by the seventh fence had 
dropped to the back and was 
pulled up by jockey Andrew 
Glassonbury. 

Looking unsteady, it was 
decided to take him back in 
the trailer, but he collapsed 
and died on his way back to 
the stables from a suspected 
rupture of one of his major 

• arteries. 

The seven-year-old was 
having his second race since 

• joining Buckler's Henley sta¬ 
ble at the end of last year and 
had opened his account with 
a winning debut at Lingfield 

• last month. 

Having previously been at 
Alan King's stable he was an 
experienced horse with five 

• wins from 24 runs including 


last year's Totesport.com Na¬ 
tional Sprint Hurdle at the 
same venue. 

A very upset Buckler said: 
"It's tragic. He was such a 
lovely horse and having run 
such a super race at Lingfield 
in his first race looked a real 
prospect. He was in great 
form at home, happy and 
well, and looked really happy 
when he was ridden round 
the farm on Saturday. 

"We are not sure yet what 
the problem was, but it was 
probably a ruptured artery." 

The tragedy took a bit of 
gloss off the return to racing 
of one of the stable 
favourites River Indus who 
has had been away from the 
race track for ten months. 

The 12-year-old who has 
been placed in nearly half of 
his 48 runs was given a pipe- 
opener over 2 3 A miles in the 
totequadpot Handicap Chase 
(ForThe Certain Justice Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy) in preparation 
for the Grand Military Gold 
Cup at Sandown next week. 

Having disputed the lead 
for two of the three circuits 


he lost his place as the pace 
quickened and finished 
down the field. However 
Buckler was delighted with 
his run. 

"He ran a super race. He 
needed further.The winner is 
a front runner and eventually 
he couldn't go with them 
when they picked up the 
pace, but he jumped very 
well. He's a spring horse who 
likes better ground so we are 
hoping that he will show the 
kind of form he did last year." 

Malin Head was another 
that was involved in a fast 
race with winner Ere Alfie de¬ 
termined to run the legs out 
of the rest of the field. 

Unlike his last race at Folke¬ 
stone where he dictated the 
pace on his way to victory, he 
was forced to go quicker than 
he wanted in the Michael 
Shields 60th Birthday Condi¬ 
tional Jockeys' Handicap 
Chase over three miles at 
Ludlow. 

However he had re¬ 
sponded well and gave him¬ 
self every chance when he hit 
the fourth last fairly hard and 


he could not get back on 
terms and finished fifth. 

"It was a bit too quick for 
him and he was flat to the 
boards when he made the 
mistake four out that practi¬ 
cally stopped him." 

Buckler is still waiting for 
Quix to reproduce the prom¬ 
ise he shows at home. The 
six-year-old took a keen hold 
early on in the three mile 
Bathwick Tyres Bridgwater 
Handicap Hurdle at Taunton 
and paid for it by finishing 
down the field. 

"I'm not sure whether the 
problem is that he pulled so 
hard early on he had nothing 
left as he looked to be in con¬ 
tention turning into the 
straight, or whether it was 
the distance. 

"He also came back a bit sore 
so we will have to look and 
see what the problem is. He 
is talented at home but does¬ 
n't seem to transfer it on to 
the race course yet. 

"Maybe we will run him over 
a shorter distance and let him 
bowl along at his pace next 
time."

BRIDPORTSETTO CAUSE AN UPSET? 


I CHOSE a pretty good day to visit Twick¬ 
enham for there was little rugby played lo¬ 
cally.

A TENACIOUS display from Bridport saw them record their 
first victory for a long time against arch rivals Dorchester 
in an absorbing racketball encounter writes Roger Lewis.
